Residents of Bayside Beach, 14 
miles from here where the burn- 
ing steamer ran into shallow wa- 
ter and burned to the water's edge, 
reported about 100 reached 
shore there. The pilot boat Wil- 
liam Sanner picked up 22 from 
the water. Fourteen others were 
rescued by the Love Point ferry 
boat. 

16 Unaccounted For. 

These survivors left 16 unac- 
counted for on the basis of the es- 
timate of 150 aboard.

Survivors said the flames 
veloped the ship within a 
minutes after bursting from 
hold. 

John H. Bing, of Shamokin, Pa., 
said the passengers had just been 
instructed to put on life preserv- 
ers when the fire grew so hot it 
drove them from the decks. 

Hang on By Mands. 

“The pasengers went over the 
rails and hung on by their hands,” 
he said, “but the fire got too hot 
for them and they began to drop 
off.” 

Coast guard, naval and private 
craft started for the scene to 
search for survivors almost im- 
mediately after the disaster, wit- 
nessed by shore residents who 
communicated news of it to Bal- 
timore authorities. 

Informed in Washington of the 
disaster, President Roosevelt or- 
dered all possible federal assist- 
ance.

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THE MAYOR SAYS “NO!” 

Mayor Hartsfield will be universally com- 
mended for his refusal to sanction a long list 
of so-called “adjustments” in the salaries of 
city employes which, in effect, amount to 
blanket increases in pay for the selected bene- 
ficiaries. 

The present city administration was elected 
on a platform of economy, with the purpose of 
wiping out the municipal deficit and placing 
the city, once again, upon a sound financial 
footing. 

To this end the business interests and the 
citizens of Atlanta generally some months ago 
approved increases in city tax rates and higher 
charges for essential services which are now 
in effect. Under the Hartsfield program the 
floating deficit of $1,700,000 will be wiped out 
in less than five years, with the expectation 
of then lifting one mill of the two-mill raise 
in ad valorem rates, earmarked for that pur- 
pose. 

The mayor is correct in his stand that this 
is no time for general salary raises. He points 
out that city workers have, under his admin- 
istration, been restored to the basic pay scale 
in effect before depression-necessitated cuts 
were made. 

No Atlantan will object to correction of any 
injustice which may be revealed by a proper 
survey of the city government and the pay of 
its workers. Just as in private business, effi- 
cient service cannot be expected from under- 
paid employes. Where increases are earned 
and required for fair treatment, they will be 
forthcoming, just as in the natural course of 
any business enterprise. 

On the other hand, as Mayor Hartsfield de- 
clares, economy is the watchword of the day 
in municipal affairs and, if a survey reveals 
there are useless employes on the pay rolls, 
they must be eliminated. 

The city will agree with the mayor’s posi- 
tion. There must be full efficiency in the work 
of the city government, without unnecessary 
personndl, and there must be proper financial 
reward for work well done. But blanket pay 
raises, especially at this time, are entirely un- 


justified. 


THE “WAR DEBTS” FALLACY 


There have been many examples of faulty 
public opinion based upon inability to under- 
stand the basic causes for an effect, but few 
have been so generally accepted as the com- 
mon belief in this country that European na- 
tions which have failed to pay their “war debts” 
to the United States are fit for the same con- 
demnation that is the lot of the individual who 
deliberately sidesteps a financial obligation. 

This attitude has, unfortunately, been fos- 
tered, either deliberately or becattse of similar 
ignorance, by political demagogues and some 
writers who are more concerned with rattling 
the jingoistic saber than in following the line 
of justice to all peoples. 

As a matter of sober fact, only a fractional 
proportion of the so-called “war debts” were 
contracted during the war at all. Most of them 
are for rehabilitation supplies shipped from this 
country after the armistice. 

To understand the situation the average 
man must totally disabuse his mind of the idea 
that debts between nations are comparable. to 
debts between individuals. International obli- 
gations cannot be paid in any national cur- 
rency, aS can personal debts, and t ir settle- 
ment involves so many factors in*World com- 
merce, finance and treasury stability that they 
cannot be approached without long and careful 
Study by experts in world economy. 

There are only two mediums in which one 
country can discharge an obligation to another. 
The first of these is gold. 

There is not sufficient gold in the world 
today to pay the misnamed “war debts’’ to the 
United States. Added to this fact is the other 
that most of the world gold supply is already 
in the United States treasury. In fact, America 
has more gold than she wants and the excess 
of the metal in the treasury vaults is already 
a troublesome problem to financial experts. To 
send more gold as war debt payments would 
merely add to that problem and, at the same 
time, disrupt the financial status of other na- 
tions and bring renewed currency devaluation. 
new threats of revolution or of war. And it 
would play havoe with the slowly expanding 
international commerce of the world. 

The other way in which the debts could be 


paid would be by imports of goods of the debtor 
nations by this country. This involves as many 
ruinous corollaries as would payment by gold. 

In the first place, the balance of interna- 
tional trade would have to be changed to the 
favorable side of the ledger for the debtor na- 
tions. Which would mean drastic curtailment, 
or perhaps complete stoppage of export trade 
from the United States. 

It would involve repeal, or suspension, of 
American tariffs, or import duties, on goods 
from the debtor nations, thus flooding this 
country with cheaper foreign goods to compete 
with similar products of American factories, 
mines and fields. 

As it is today, the United States erects a 
two-way bar against payment of these debts. 
The first is the favorable, to this country, bal- 
ance of foreign commerce, and the second is 
the tariffs which effectually prevent imports 
in great bulk of foreign goods. 

Should all these handicaps be overcome and 
the way paved for payment of the “war debts” 
in the only way possible, by goods, the debtor 
nations would profit by an increased market 
for their products and the United States would 
suffer by loss of her exports and disruption of 
her domestic industry. 

As for Finland, the nation which has met 
every installment of the debt as it fell due? 
Without intent to disparage the accolade of 
“honesty” bestowed upon that little country, it 
is only fair to state that Finland pays because 
her balance of trade with the United States 
is in her favor and thus, as a simple matter 
of protecting that favorable balance, she can- 
not wisely do otherwise. 


HURLEY’S UNJUSTIFIED ATTACK 

Governor Hurley, of Massachusetts, reveals 
in his attack against Georgia’s prison system 
in refusing extradition for a_ self-confessed 
burglar that he is another of those who have 
formed their opinions through the emotional 
appeal of fiction in printed novel and on pic- 
ture screen, rather than from knowledge of 
actual conditions. 

Should Governor Hurley accept the invita- 
tion extended by Governor Rivers to come to 
Georgia and see the operation of this state’s 
penal system for himself, he would discover 
that the yarns of fugitives, whether they tell 
those yarns while fighting return to the scene 
of their crimes or whether they recount them 
between the covers of a sensational work of fic- 
tion, are not entirely dependable. 

The Georgia chain gang system has been far 
from perfect. Georgians are the first to ad- 
mit that. In fact, the new state prison in Tatt- 
nall county provides a $1,500,000 piece of evi- 
dence that this state realized some changes 
were necessary. 

The chain gangs, however, have their ad- 
vantages as well as disadvantages. For a strong, 
healthy laborer, accustomed to outdoor work, 
the chain gang is undoubtedly a much more 
humane form of confinement than any peni- 
tentiary and its barred cells. On the great 
majority of Georgia gangs the prisoners are 
well fed, kindly treated and not worked too 
hard. 

Among the principal disadvantages of the 
System is the ease with which prisoners escape. 
It is doubtful if any state creates a larger an- 
nual crop of convict “fugitives” than Georgia. 

Another weakness of the system lies in the 
number of wardens needed to direct the 
various gangs. While a large majority of these 
officials are competent and humane men, it is 
impossible to avoid a few objectionable ones 
where there are so many. In every peniten- 
tiary system, doubtless not excluding that of 
Massachusetts, there are some officials who 
should be displaced. 

As Governor Rivers states in his telegram to 
Governor Hurley, Georgia has improved her 
penal system in the last 13 years, since the 
escape of the negro burglar who is the central 
figure in this case. And, likewise, it is doubtful 
if any other state has a prison as modern as 
the new Georgia prison in Tattnall.

STILL MUDDLING THROUGH 

(From the Birmingham News. ) 
The passage by parliament of a bill relaxing 
the grounds on which divorces can be obtained 
in England is hailed by English papers as “the 
biggest change in social laws of our time.” The 
approval of the measure is also proof that the 
British people, staid though they may be and 
Steeped in tradition, still move ahead. 

The approval of the marriage bill was marked 
by two circumstances which break Strongly with 
customary British procedure. The final success 
of the bill was due almost entirely to the work of 
one man, A. P. Herbert, a former humorist who 
won his seat in the house of commons on the 
issue of easier divorces, and talked of little else 
in the house. Ordinarily, a bill has small chance 
of pasSage in parliament unless it is supported 
by a party. But this was an individual fight, 
hence som ee one may assume, because 
parliament realized the sentiment of th 
was behind the bill. wea 

The movement of the bill through parliament 
was also marked by the absence of any fight 
against it by the Church of England. It was a 
bill in which the church was greatly concerned. 
It was because of the church's attitude toward 
divorce that English law for many centuries had 
recognized adultery as the only grounds for legal 
Separation. Divorce had been regarded as pri- 
marily an ecclesiastical question. 

But the public attitude on that point, too, has 
changed in England. And because it has changed 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, primate of all 
England, could rise up in the house of lords as 
he did in relation to this bill and in a very 
statesmanlike speech express his doubt “whether 
the church has any right to impose its views on 
a democratic assembly purporting to represent 
the majority of the people.” 

_ And so we see in the passage of this mar- 
riage bill by parliament strong evidence that 
the roots o* democracy are firmly set in Eng- 
lish soil, so firmly set that the democracy of the 
English people is not a fixed or a static thing, but 
a vital and growing thing. The ability to change 
laws in orderly processes as opinions and con- 
ditions change is the base of a people’s freedom. 
If the English change rather slowly at times, that 
is only their way. They do, sooner or later, 
change.

~ SCORED BY WALSH 


DISMISSAL DENIED 


Bm WN SENATE SPECK 


Reform of Statute’s Admin- 
istration Is Suggested by 
Committee Chairman. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)— 
Senator Walsh, Democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, declared today there has 
been a failure somewhere in the 
administration to cope adequately 
with “abuses” resulting from the 
Wagner labor relations act. 

Walsh, chairman of the senate 
labor committee when the law was 
enacted, suggested to colleagues 
that congress may have to reform 
administration of the statute. 

“It is possible,” he declared, 
“that some of the members of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
have not performed their func- 
tions conscientiously and honor- 
ably. 

“It is possible they have been 
dominated or controlled by one 
side or the other.” 

Walsh predicted the _ public 
conscience will settle abuses by 
“compelling labor to exercise its 
rights in an orderly way and not 
in violation of the law, and com- 
pelling capital to respect the law 
and do its share.” 

Asserting the Wagner act led 
to “a tremendous movement into 
organized labor unions,” he _ ar- 
gued such a development was not 
the purpose of congress. 

He contended nearly all recent 
strikes were due to “rivalries be- 
tween different labor groups.”

Counted on Labor. 


Labor’s influence had _ been 
counted heavily to put the bill 
across, and many legislators ex- 
pressed belief the measure is now 
in jeopardy. For administration 
forces, who have listed the meas- 
ure high on their “desirable” list, 
a defeat would be second offily in 
gravity to their reversal on the 
court revamping bill.

Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, said “officials” of the 
AFL had asked him to vote to re- 
turn the bill to committee. 

Borah Enters Fight. 

Senator Borah, Republican, Ida- 
ho, entered the fight to demand 
that congress write fixed wage and 
hour standards into law instead 


'of leaving the job to an adminis- 


trative agency. 

“I feel I owe a duty to the min- 
imum wage employes of the 
United States,” Borah said, “and 
ought not to shift that responsi- 
bility to a board over whom T 
have no control which may take 
care of the minimum wage em- 
ployes, or.may not.” 

“Make no mistake about it,” he 
asserted. “The tremendous pres- 
sure brought by business inter- 
ests to preserve the status quo will 
prevent any real increase where it 
is needed.” 

George said friends of the bill 
had sought agricultural support 
by saying the bill would not af- 
fect farmers. 

“But the farmer is affected,” 
the Georgia senator asserted, 
“when his cotton goes to the gin, 
when it goes to the warehouse, in 


increased costs of every tool and 


because all of these 
things come within the terms of 
the bill. 

“Furthermore, he is affected by 
‘such general increase in wage lev- 
‘els as must result if the bill is as 
/successful as hoped by its spon- 
sors.” 

Presiderit’s Power Broad. 

Turning then to the makeup of 
the. board, and its powers, George 
said the President could change 
the chairman of the board “over- 
night, whenever he sees fit to or- 
der a change.” 

The board, he added, could “em- 
ploy without limitation or re- 


istraint all manner and character 
of people” to carry out its duties. 


He said congress had “given few 


boards broader power to employ 
‘a large army of federal employes.” 


Under its powers, George assert- 
ed, the board could examine pri- 
vate papers and records of em-

could “accept or reject in whole 
or part” its recommendations. 

“The biil’s language telling the 
board how to arrive at maximum 
hours and minimum wages,” 
George added, “is all poetry and 
nothing but poetry. It is poetry 
written into the bill similar to 
that providing for the advisory 
committee.” 

The bill, George said, definitely 
states a 40-hour week and 40-cent 
wage is its objective “no matter 
what differences there are in va- 
rious sections in the cost of living, 
freight rates and other factors.” 

Yield to Objectives. 


“Everything else in the board’s 
discretion must yield to these ob- 
jeetives,” he said. ; 

The “present secretary of la- 
bor,” the Georgian asserted, holds 
firmly “the concept that women 
and children in the south are 
without shoes, and has_ reached 
the settled conclusion there is no 
reason for a difference in wages 
between the rural south and 
heavily populated New England.” 

The measure gives her the 
right, he said, to send agents to 
examine the books and records of 
all business and industrial con- 
cerns. 


“Suppose the secretary were to 
send John L. Lewis to a little 
rayon plant in Georgia, or a cotton 
mill in.South Carclina,” he ex- 
claimed. “Suppose she should send 
Sidney Hillman to examine the 
books—think of it!” 

Denying the south as a section 
was guilty of labor exploitation, 
he asserted “‘our industrialists are 
as honorable, as ‘wide, well-in- 
formed, humane and decent as any 
in the country.” 

“The hard fact is that wages in 
every section are fixed by eco- 
nomics, which cannot be changed 
without grave injury to the whole 
business structure,” he said. 

“In the nature of things,’’ George 


said, the: board will be unable to 


give adequate consideration to par- 
ticular industries and particular 
instances of hardship. 

Questions Proposal 

“Is this proposal going to do 
labor any good, is it going to do 
business any good, is it going to 
do America any good?” he de- 
manded. 

Referring to letters from south- 
ern sawmill operators urging the 
bill which Senator Black, Demo- 
crat, Alabama, read in the senate, 
George said he was “not. sur- 
prised” at their stand. 

“The big sawmill operators ap- 
proved the NRA and the restric- 
tions on. the little mills,” he said. 
“They approved it for the express 
purpose of establishing a monop- 
oly. And in the south they did es- 
tablish a monopoly.” 

The NRA’s wage fixing and pro- 
duction-quota policies, he assert- 
ed, ruined “hundreds” of small 
sawmill operators in Georgia and 
the Carolinas, and forced others 
to the door of bankruptcy. 

He recalled he advised com- 
plainants in vain to “pay no at- 
tention” to the NRA. George de- 
manded that the senate return the 
bill to the labor committee on the 
ground its enactment would re- 
sult in “crucifixion” of southern 
industry and the end of state lines. 

“It demands the impossible,” he 
exclaimed. 

The labor committee, he said, 
“should have ample time to find 
out all the pertinent facts on which 
such legislation should be based.” 

Bridges Presses Attack. 

When George sat down, the at- 
tack was continued by Senator 
Bridges, Republican, New Hamp- 
shire. He asserted favor for wage 
and hour legislation but believed 
the Black bill was “unsound and 
un-American in its approach.” 

He suggested as a substitute a 
measure of his own, forbidding in- 
terstate commerce in goods made 
by persons working more than 49 

ours a week or receiving less 
than 40 cents an hour. 

His scheme would be enforced 
by federal district attorneys rather 
than a special agency, as proposed 
in the pending bill. 

Senator Overton, Democrat, 
Louisiana, proposed an amend- 
ment to exempt processors of cot- 
ton, cane, sugar beets and other 
agricultural products from provi- 
sions of the bill. 

Despite the exclusion of agricul- 
ture from provisions of the bill, 
George said that “as certainly as 
day follows night, if this bill is 
passed as it stands, regulation 
will at no distant date be extend- 
ed to those outside its provisions, 
— ultimately to agriculture it- 
self.” 

He noted that under the pending 
proposed “agriculture adjustment 
act of 1937,” which was given 
administration support, benefits 
would be denied to producers un- 
less they conformed to wage and 
hour standards fixed by the sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

Legislation Held Possible. 

George agreed that “we can do 
much through legislation” to elim- 
inate excessive hours, particularly 
hazardous industry. But he 
contended the proposed bill would 
not make possible differential be- 
tween regions and the necessary 
allowance for special cases. 

Senator Byrnes, Democrat, South 
Carolina, interrupted to-say that 
WPA had put in effect a $22 wage 
for southern workers as compared 
to a $52 wage in the north, “How,” 
he asked, “could the government 
reconcile action of the WPA with 
that of labor standards board if it 
did not make differentials?” 

George asserted the government 
wouldn’t be able to reconcile such 
a situation, but that “the secretary 
of labor could probably do it on 
the theory Harry Hopkins had es- 
tablished the WPA wage and 
therefore it must be all right.” 

He contended the secretary of 
labor would be empowered to ap- 
point union representatives to 
make inspection under the bill. He 
suggested this would give the sec- 
retary an opportunity to choose 
only the agents of “one branch” of 
organized labor. ) 

Inadequate Recourse to Court. 

He asserted also that provisions 
giving labor and industry recourse 
to the courts were inadequate to 
guard against unwise decisions of 
the proposed board. 

Attacking the bills as the “wild- 
est dream ever presented to the 
American people,” George forecast 
it would “fall of its own weight” 


and “hear only those appeals it

Lord of Nubia and the Sudan, 
Sovereign of Korfodan and Dar- 
four, Inheritor of 60 Centuries of 
Tradition Since the Glory of the

While the populace celebrated 
in 104-degree heat and muezzins 
from their minaretted mosques be- 
sought Allah’s blessing on the new 
reign, Farouk withdrew to the pal- 
ace for an intimate lunch with the 
royal family.

Foxes have learned to be care- 
ful about traps. They smell] the 
scent of human hands, and seem 
to know that the meat which is 
offered is not to be trusted, or at 
least that it is dangerous to pick 
it up without special care. Some- 
times they are able to spring the 
trap without harming themselvés. 
Then they take off the meat and 
eat it. One way they have used 
to spring a trap has been to turn 
it over. 

“Riding to hounds” has been a 
favored sport. Mounted men ride 
along behind a pack of yelping 
dogs. A fox leaves a strong scent 
on the ground as it runs, and the 
dogs follow it. 

The fox uses all sorts of tricks 
to escape the hounds. In one case 
it was observed to run along the 
top of a rail fence for more than 
200 yards. Then it jumped on 
the ice of a small pond. By this 
means, it threw the hounds off its 
trail and escaped. 

Foxes also try to fool the hounds 
by running back on their trails,

They have been seen to follow 
the trails of other animals, per- 
haps hoping to puzzle the dogs be- 
cause of the mixing of scents. 
One day a hunter was waiting 
for a fox which his hound was 
chasing to come doubling back 
within range of his gun. The fox 
did come back, and the hunter 
squeaked like a mouse. Even a 
fox in danger is likely to turn at

ite food. This one did, and came 
around a boulder about 12 feet 
from the man. Just as the hunt- 
er saw the side of its head, he 
fired. 

The fox bounded away a dis- 
tance of about 15 feet, then lay 
down. At this moment the bawl- 
ing hound came near, and the 
hunter turned his head. When he 
looked back, the fox was gone! 

To the spot went hunter and 
hound, but they found “no track, 
no trail, no sign of fox.” Another 
hunter and another hound came to 
the spot, but had no better for- 
tune. It seemed as if the fox must 
have gone into thin air. 

A year later, a wounded fox 
This time 
it was seen to enter a woodchuck 
hole under one end of a log. The 
hole was hidden by thick grass. 
When the wounded fox was “dug 
out,” the skeleton of another fox 
was found inside the hole. It is 
believed that the skeleton belong- 
ed to the fox which had vanished 
the year before. 

If let alone, a red fox usually 
lives to the age of about 12 years. 
Some have been known to reach 
the age of 15 or 16 years.

REMAIN ADAMANT: 
STIFF FIGHT LOOMS 


Bloc Is Expected to Bring 
Bill to Fioor of House 
Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)— 
Sugar bloc leaders in congress 
said that a conference with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today failed to 
break a deadlock with the admin- 
istration over sugar control] leg- 
islation. 

Members of a joint committee 
of senators and representatives in- 
terested in action before adjourn- 
ment reported after the confer- 
ence that the “situation is un- 
changed.” 

They favor a bill embracing a 
new quota system, excise taxes 
and benefit payments to growers, 
to replace the present quota 
system expiring in December. 

The administration favors gen- 
eral provisions of: the measure, 
dividing the domestic sugar mar- 
ket among various’ producing 
areas, but objects to a restriction 
on refined sugar imports from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Vir- 
gin islands. 

The sugar bloc may attempt to 
bring the bill out on the house 
floor next week, it was indicated. 
Representative Cummings, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, leader of the beet 
sugar bloc and a member of the 
White House delegation, said: 

“We've got the votes in both 
the house and senate to put the 
bill through and we're going to 
use every means possible to do it.”

Ramspeck Seeks Liberal 


Retirement Law. 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Mini- 
mum pay for all full-time adult 
federal employes would be raised 
to $1,200 a year under the terms 
of a bill introduced in the house 
today by Representative Robert 
Ramspeck, of Georgia. 


As chairman of the Civil Service 


Mr. Ramspeck also sponsored’ a 
bill designed to liberalize the re- 
tirement law which was brought 
to the capitol by the Civil Service 
Commission, and which is said to 
have the approval of President 
Roosevelt. 


Because it affects some 46,000 
government employes, there was 
said to be little chance for the 
minimum pay measure to become 
law at this session, and, in all 
probability, the retirement bill 
will not be considered until next 
session. This measure provides 
for setting the mandatory age for 
retirement in all classes at 70. 
Now there are three classes, 62 fay 
those employed in hazardous jobs, 
65 for those in the postal service 
and 70 for those in the clerical 
forces.

CITY SALARY RAISE 


Adjustment Costing $10,000 
Will Be Sought of Finance 
Committee Today. 


Finance committee sanction on 
salary increases for 75 city em- 
ployes will be sought this after- 
noon by Councilman J. Allen 
Couch, who with Alderman Ed A. 
Gilliam drew up the tentative 
schedule of increases and adjust- 
ments estimated to cost the city 
$10,000 additional per year. 


Mayor Hartsfield has opposed 
any blanket increases, and is ex- 
pected to suggest a new survey 
of city personnel designed to elim- 
inate “useless” employes. 

Couch declared the increases 
are mostly adjustments, and illus- 
trated with the case of nurses at 
Steiner clinic. “These graduate 
nurses now get $47,50 per month 
and we propose to raise them to 
$55 a month,” he said. 

Gilliam earlier in the week 
said “It probably is not feasible 
to put in raises over the mayor’s 
oppisition.” A number of coun- 
cilmen agreed with the mayor. 

Whatever the action of the fi- 
nance committee, no general raises 
could be given without further 
anticipation of revenue by the 
budget commission.

WAGE DIFFERENTIAL 


Southern, Scale Is Slightly 
Below Other States in 
Underwear Industry. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins gave 
the south its first wage differential 
today under the Walsh-Healy 
government contract act. 

Men’s underwear factories in 12 
southern states must pay their em- 
ployes 32.5 cents an hour or $13 
for a 40-hour week when they are 
working on government orders, 
Miss Perkins decided. 

She fixed the minimum pay for 
all other states at 35 cents an hour 
or $14 for a 40-hour week. 

At the same time, the Labor De- 
partment chief refused to allow 
any southern differential for the 
men’s work clothing industry, stat- 
ing that “existing differences de- 
fied any regional apportionment.”
